The signals are operated and controlled through the track 
circuit relay, when interrupted by the wheels and axles of the can 
passing over the tracks in a given block, thus automatically safe- 
guarding the train against interference or collision with appn caching 
or following trains.

HEN the tracks are clear of trains, the signal indicates 
"proceed" as the flow of electricity in the track circuit fe 


uninterrupted. If the tracks should be damaged by a break, a wash- 
out or other accident, the interrupted track circuit would set the 
signals at "stop," holding up all trains until repairs were made. 
The track circuit and its signals are supplemented by men and 
machinery—the men to direct and operate, the machinery to control 
signals and switches.
